BRASS BANDS. 


That Have Made North Adams 


Famous for Its Music and 


Musicians. 


IN TIMES OF WAR AXD OF PEACE. 


Description o( the Earliest North Adams 


Bands. 
Interesting Incidents Con- 


nected With Them. Their Member- 


ship and Instruments. A History 


Never Before Written. 


Knowing that North Adams had a rec. 


ord in the line of brass bands that would 
prove full of interest and pleasant remin- 
iscence to many of our readers and that 
was worthy of being preserved in printed 
form, the ^TRANSCRIPT arranged with 
Col. W. H. Phillips to prepare a sketch of 
these bands, their history aud personnel 
for publication in these columns. 
The 


article will be completed in tomorrow's 
issue. 


Itarly Slarllwl and Baud Music. 


There is one thing in Berkshire county, 


and to this Western Massachusetts may 
also be added, in which North Adams has 
always been both front and foremost, and 
that is in its brass bands. It was just so in 
1830 and it is just so in 1898. In fact for a 
long period of time tbe village, town and 
city has never been contented without 
local brass bands, and these have for fully 
sixty-six years made its abrupt hillside3 
and 
mountainsides resound 
as 
the 


Latin poet Horace has it, with the notes 
of the "high sounding brass" with Its 
accompaniment of drums and loud clash- 
log cyrabois. 


Previous to 1830 our fathers in North 


Adams had to content themselves with 
the fife and drum for their martial public 
and out-of-door music. There were some 
noted fifers and drummers here and tradi- 
tion has it that their lips and elbows were 
most skilled In the manipulation of these 
instruments. But it was not until 1830 
that North Adams really had a brass 
band. It was then that a number of 
young fellows from North Adams and 
Williamstown put their heads together 
and 
by 
hook 
and 
by 
crook 


got money enough together to secure the 
services of John C. Andrew of Troy to 
come to North Adams by stage and give 
them band music lessons. Very likely 
they made a good many of the old-time 
nights hideous and made many a pioneer, 
male and female, wish they were in 
tophet, if not some warmer locality, be- 
fore they learned to blow 
the scale, 


much less to parade the streets with their 
program of maiden airs. 


Tbe First Brims Band. 


But with the characteristic pertinacity 


of the North Adams boys from this remote 
period up to the present day, they stuck 
right to their practice and to their musi- 
cal "knitting," and for a long time they 
were not only the pride of the more 
ancient town and county, hot their fame 
went far out over the hills into other states 
The only one living of this first North 
Adams brass band is Allen B. Darling of 
Church street, now 85 years or more of 
age, and his Instrument was the piccolo. 
The other members of this band were 
Ezra D. Whttaker, who played the clari. 
net; David Salisbury, the bugle; Ezra 
Ingraham, the bassoon; Palmer Goodrich, 
and a Mr. Rice and a Mr. Bly, the cornet; 
Win. P. Brayton, the trumpet; Stephen 
Hosford of Williamstown, the bugle, and 
Henry Hulburt of Williamstown, the 
cymbals and drum. 


This band kept up its organization for 


a number of years, but just how many, it 
is impossible to state accurately. 
But it 


was the germ from which North Adarns 
local brass band talent for all the later 
years seems to have originally dated back 
for its ancestry, and the Darlings and 
Ingrahams still have descendants in North 
Adams who down to the present date are 
connected with its band organization, and 
these families, with tbe Stewarts, were 
thoroughly represented musically at the 
front in the late war. 


Iii£rnhnin's Hnnfl. 


Tbe second brass band in North Adams 


as far as can be ascertained was known 
as Ingraham's band. 
It was organized 


somewhere between 1S50 and 1854. 
Its 


master spirit and leader was Harvey In- 
graham, who 
with 
George 
Milliard 


founded the first shoo factory in the vil- 
lage as that of Milliard & Ingraham, on 
Eagle street, and who afterwards con- 
ducted that business alone on Main street. 
Harvey Ingraham was for a great many 
years the leader of the choir of the First 
Baptist church and his band was nick- 
named inconsequence the "Baptist Band" 
and wan often called the "Shoe-makers 
Band," as many of that trade belonged 
toil. 


The names of but a few of these playcrs 


are now known to the writer. They were 
Harvey Ingraham, leader, cornet; Wni. 
Ingraham, baritone; A. B. Ingraham, 
E. flat cornet; Win. Hazelett, B. flat 
tenor; Jerome Harrington, bass; H. C. 
Pellett, cornet. 
A notable out of town 


engagement of this band was at Egre- 
mont and Qt. Barrington. They went by 
team arid at Pittsfleld played in front of 
the old Berkshire coffee house and were 
invited in and dined by the late William 
Pollock of South Adams and Pitts field o 
old time manufacturing notoriety. 


la Great Demand Everywhere. 


From its date of organization up to 1861, 


Hodge's Cornet band were winning great 
fame as musicians far and wide, and their 
engagements in and out of Berkshire 
county were numerous. In 1859 the band 
room was burned out in the old Sheldon 
block and Mr. Hodge hired and fitted up 
Harmony hall in the third story of the 
North Adams House block, which stood 
on the site of the present Wilson house. 
Here the band gave a series of promenade 
concerts of a high character which were 
largely attended, and were followed by 
an enjoyable series of first-class dances 
Harmony hall proved to be the gilt-edged 
place of amusement in the village and 
was its first concert, dance and theatri- 
cal place of amusement. 


Its Promenade -Concert*. 


At a promenade concert by this band at 


Harmony hall, Decembpr 9,1857, it was 
assisted in song by the Misses Qleason 
and Crowningshield and by Messrs. Little- 
field and Rogers, while James Brolley 
was caterer. In March, 1853, it furnished 
music at the Firemen'sandthe Berkshire 
Battalion H. V. M. balls at Pittsfleld. For 
several years prior to the war this band 
was In the state service, being the band of 
the Berkshire Battalion M. V. M., while 
in command of General H. G. Briggs of 
Pittsfleld and Andrew A. Richmond of 
North Adams. 


Hudice'ft Cornet Baud. 


The third band in North Adams was 


formed by that veteran baud leader and 
musician, William D. Hodge, now a resi- 
dent of Summer street, and who gave a 
national reputation to a North Adams 
brass band both previous to and especial- 
ly during the war of the rebellion. 


Mr. Hodge was the oldest son of Thomas 


Hodge, the 
pioneer tanner in North 


Adams whose yards were once at the 
north end of the Phoenix bridge. 
He 


early learned his father's trade and went 
to Southbridge, Mass., to reside. Here he 
connected himself with a local brass band 
and became so proficient on the cornet, 
and afterwards as a leader and teacher, 
that he decided to follow this music for 
a profession. Fora number of years he 
was a noted band leader in the eastern 
part of the state, and then became a star 
player in several bands in the northern 
states. 


Returning to North Adams for perma- 


nent residence he organized in 1854 what 
became known far and wide as "Hodge's 
Cornet Baud." This bund was originally 
composed as follows: William D. Hod je, 
leader, B flat Cornet; Ambrose W. Hodge, 
baritone; Edward A. Stewart bass; Charles 
A. King boss; B. A. Stewart, B flat cornet; 
Andrew J. Houghton,B Hat cornet; J. W. 
Stewart B flat tenor; Addison J. fluy, B 
flat tenor; Merritt Hall and a brother B 
flat tenors; David Marsh, bass drum; 
Henry Stewart, and Joseph B. Darling, 
snare drums; Nelson Johnson, cymballs. 


Pollen.'* Bund. 


The fourth brass band in North Adams 


was known as Pellett's band. After the 
breaking up of Ingrabam's band Henry C. 
Pellett forrjcd a band which included 
many of the latter members and quite a 
number of musicians whose names are 
not to be obtained. 
That it was a most 


creditable 'Organization there is however 
abundant testimony. In August, 1857, the 
Hoosac Valley News rejoices that in 
Hodge's and Pellett's bands the village 
Stood at the head of the column in the 
state for two gooi brass bands, both hav- 
ing just made a great musical impression 
by playing in a recent union' Sabbath 
school procession. In the same paper 
Prof. Ed. Rogers writes from Syracuse, N. 
Y., "You can be proud of your two bands, 
combining as they do both talent with 
taste." 


This paper also notices that 1'cllett's 


band furnished fine music at a supper given 
by George Millard to his shoe makers, 
Feb. 1858 at which fifty plates were heaped 
high. 
In 1859 this band was broken 


up and II. C. Pellett instructed the Han- 
cock band, which he led at its first public 
appearance at a church festival at South 
Williamstown, February 9, 1859. 
After- 


wards Mr. Pellett removed to Hancock, 
leaving there October t», 1S61 to join 
Doring'sband of Troy, which had just 
become attached for war service to the 
18th N. Y. regiment. 


Mechanic's Ilnntl. 


Somewhere about 1860 the remnants of 


Pellett's band and other musicians, organ- 
ized the Mechanic's Band, tbe fifth in the 
history of the village. This was placed 
under the leadership of Wm. Viall, and 
was fitted up with new caps and uniforms. 
This organization still preserved two 
good bands to the village until the 
war came on in 1861, and Gov. Andrew 
appointed Hodge's band as the regimental 
band of the Tenth Massachusetts regiment 
with the order that its ranks be filled to 
the regulation quota of musicians. Of 
course so many of the Vialls band iu- 
listed with Hodge's band and went off to 
the war, that the latter organization was 
broken up and North Adams, besides hav- 
ing parted with many of its citizens, as 
soldiers thus also lost its particular pet 
and pride, its two fine bands.

Some day fugitives from justice will 


learn that North Adams is a poor haven 
of refuge to seek in their flight. Several 
men whose presence was mucii desired 
elsewhere have found the local police 
force alert at all tlmes'of day and night.

nesday in search of employment, and by 
the merest chance ran across Dougherty 
on State street.

Dougherty says he is 
a moulder by trade and that three years 
ago he worked in the Hunter Machine 
company's foundry. 


Douherty was charged in court this 


morning with assault upon Andrew Dris- 
<;oll. He pleaded not guilty to the charge 
and the case was continued until June 20, 
the prisoner being ordered to furnish £500 
bonds for his appearance at that time. 
The chief of police at Hoosick Falls, is ex- 
pected to come on today or tomorrow 
and appear against Dougherty.

M. M. Mangasarlan's lecture before the 


Society of Ethical Culture of Chicago told 
cf the llfu mid character of the author of 
"Inferno" and the influence of Boatrlcie 
upon the great Italian.

Danto AlighiaTl was the morning star 


of the renaissance. He was one of tho 
principal onuses, as well nsthn most distin- 
guished product, o[ that glorious awnkon- 
Ing of Kuropo out of the long sleep of the 
middle- ages.

Aqulnns, Bogcr Uacon, St. Louis anel 
Clmrlos Martel wcro living, nnel when he 
dlfrt Petrarch and Boccuoclo wore about to 
enter school. 


The turning point in Danto'a life was 


his meeting ^th Beatrice at tho age of C. 
Tho Impression produced upon his mlr.el 
by her is one o£ tho most significant nnd 
romantic chapters in the history of litera- 
ture 
Beatrice was moro than a mere 


woman to him. An, religion, Italy—these 
three great ideas became flesh nnd blood 
In her, 
She tvns his ideal incarnate. 
Tho 


way to paradieo lay through her eyes, and 
nil the music of heavenly voices met and 
melted Into an Inexpressible symphony in 
her voice. 


Dante had tli3 true poetiotemperament. 


Ho was dominated by his Imagination, 
and being sensitive as a plant the impres- 
sions he received from his surroundings 
passed into the substance of his Ronl. 


All the great peieea have received their 


best inspiration from woman. 
In Honior 


woman is pure mulotiy; in Siiftkespearesho 
is perfection—Imogen, Desdomona, Cor- 
delia; In tioothe It is Grotcli«n who repre- 
sents tho "eternal womanly" leading on 
the human race, nnd in Danto ifc is Beatrice 
who calls forth his highest powers. Love 
ami art belong to woman. 
Woman and 


artist arc synonymous terms. Il is only 
when man is born anew In the image of 
woman that he can become an artist. 
Very truly the Greeks made tho muses 
feminine, and every immortal singer before 
he sweeps his hand over his lyre, before 
he strings his thought in tho fetters of 
meter nnd rhyme, Invokes the muses—the 
feinliiino element iu tho universe. 


Tho lesson of Dante and Beatrice Is that 


it is woman who spurs man to action and 
greatness. "It is my hope that I shall yet 
write concerning her what hath not before 
bpen written of any woman," says Dante, 
and this hope with its persistence led him 
ihrongh hell and purgatory to heaven,

RIOT AT HARVARD 


Fierce Battle Between Students 


and tfie Police. 


SEVERAL ON BOTH SIDES HJURED 


The College Boys Attempted to Parade 


la Celebration of the Baseball 


££, 
Victory Over Princeton and 


•••- • 
tlie Trouble 


Boston, June 11.—A riot took place 


in Harvard square last night, and as a 
result several Harvard students have 
severe bruises and several of the Cam- 
bridge policemen are nursing wounds. 
It all happened as a result of the stu- 
dents exuberance over the victory the 
Harvard 
baseball club secured at 


Princeton. 
Three 
students 
were 


looked up and one was so badly 
cut about the head that a physician 
was summoned to the police station. 
Twelve stitches were taken in the 
wound. 
He is Arthur1 T. Pilling, a 


sophomore. 
The other two students 


are Goldthwait, a junior, and Clay 
Brlg-gs, a special student. Patrolmen 
Corcoran, Murray, McElroy and Dynan 
were roughly handled and the coat of 
the first named was stripped from his 
back. The others were struck in the 
faces with fists and stones. This all 
occurred after the officers had at- 
tempted to arrest Briggs on the charge 
of discharging fire arms in the street. 
The students about 3,!500 strong aug- 
mented by a big crowd of citizens at- 
tempted to parade in the street against 
the police orders and the trouble "fol- 
lowed. 


Cries of "Mob the Police." 


The patrolmen were jeered again 


and again and frequently cries would 
go up to "mob the polioe." The stu- 
dents returned to Harvard square with- 
out incident where the yelling was 
continued. Then the parade started 
again, but fn an instant all was uproar. 
Patrolmen Corcoran and Stevens had 
detected Clay Briggs discharging a re- 
volver and they made a grab for it and 
placed Briggs under arrest. On tha 
way to the lock-up it was almost a 
continuous riot. 
"Kill the police," 


was the cry raised by the friends of 
Briggs and it was taken up and carried 
to the end of tho line. About 300 of 
the students formed themselves into a 
veritable football wedge and ran down 
Brattle street at a tremenduous pace. 
It appeared as if no force could with- 
stand their rush and individuals who 
were following up the band of police- 
men with Briggs were thrust aside. 
Officers Stevens and Corcoran had hold 


I of Briggs by either arm while Officers 
! McElroy and Murray were in advance 
' attempting to open a path, and the 
| other officers were acting as a body 


guard. When in Brattle square Dorr,^ 
with his clinched flat, struck Patrol- 
man McElroy a terrible blow in the 
face. 
He was grabbed by Officers Dy- 


nan and Coulter and then the crowd 
became even more frenzied than before. 
Dorr was hustled along the street and 
the two officers Were immediately sur- 
rounded by a hundred students and in 
an instant they were upon the ground 
and hundreds of persons were on top 
of them. 


A Torrlfflo Battle. 


The officers were kicked and pound- 


ed, their clothes torn and their faces 
scratched, but they hung on to Dorr, 
and finally were able to arise after 
using their chibs effectively. Mean- 
time, other officers were coming to 
their assistance, and then it was that 
Pilling emerged from the crowd that 
was kicking and hitting Dynan and 
Coulter and assaulted, it is claimed. 
Patrolman Corcoran. He was grabbed 
by Patrolman Murray, and then en- 
sued a fight such as is seldom seen. 
Pilling, who is an athlete, fought like 
a tiger, while the cheers of the crowd 
egged him on. He grabbed Corcoran 
by the neck and began to choke him. 
He was hit on the head by one of the 
officers, but even then did not give up 
fighting. Then, It is claimed, 
he 


grabbed Corcoran's coat an d tore it 
from his back. 


After a desperate fight clear inside 


the station house door the prisoners 
were finally landed, and several cool- 
headed students mounted the steps of 
the station house and told the crowd 
that the police were in the right. This 
alone prevented a raid on the building. 
The students were bailed out and will 
be arraigned in court to-day.

was a rather slim attendance 
in 


the galleries of the senate and the 
day's proceedings were devoid of in- 
terest or excitement. There was also 
a dearth of senators present, and when- 
ever a call for a quorum was made, 
considerable time was spent in looking 
up the requisite forty-five senators. 
There always seemed to be a feeling 
of doubt in the chamber that suoh a 
number could ba secured, and a feel- 
ing of relief was manifested whenever 
the quorum was obtained. The con- 
tempt of court bill was the greatest 
bone oE contention during the day and 
it was finally passed. It divides con- 
tempts of courts into two classes, 
direct, committed in the presence of 
the court, and all others, indirect. 
Summary punishment is provided for 
direct contempt. 
For indirect con- 


tempts, reasonable apportunity is given 
the accused to purge himself of such 
contempt and to have a trial by jury. 
Writs of error will lie to tile supreme 
court. Of tho two appropriation bills 
on which the differences between the 
two houses blocked the way to ad- 
journment, the District of Columbia 
bill was compromised by continuing 
the appropriation to sectarian chari- 
ties, but declaring that no further ap- 
propriations for this purpose shall be 
made after June 30, 1887. 


Ellis Passed. 


The following bills were passed: 


Slaking tlxe city rf Erie, Pa., a port of 
immediate transportation; increasing 
the pay of letter carriers; authorizing 
the lease of certain islands in Behring 
sea for raising foxes; to prevent tho 
transportation of spirituous liquors un- 
der false names.
